Diet and Health

Practical U rinalysis (Part II)

In this series of papers I am giv­ 
ing you some lessons which, I have 
been led to believe by your corre­ 
spondence, you need sadly. 
Some 
of you are needlessly worrying over 
your kidneys and others not worry­ 
ing enough. 
I told you yesterday about the 
general 
appearance 
and 
t h e 
amount of urine. If you are inter­ 
ested. please get yesterday’s news- j 
paper. 
Color. Urine is normally a shade . 
of yellow. Its intensity depends bn 
its 
concentration, 
concentrated 
urine being a deeper 
shade 
and 
copious urine being light. Certain 
ioods and drugs, such as rhubarb 
and senna, make it 
darker. 
Red 
urine may indicate the presence oi 
blood unless the patient is taking 
certain drugs which will also color 
the urine. A microscopic exam ina­ 
tion will ditferentiate. 
Odor. The odor or urine Is char­ 
acteristic. Its intensity depends on 
the concentration. The odor is nor­ 
m ally affected by 
cating 
certain 
\cgetablcs such as garlic and 
as­ 
paragus. Urine which 
has 
been 
standing for a long 
while 
atter, 
passing (especially in warm w eath­ 
er) has an offensive am m onia-like 
odor. This is due to the decom posi­ 
tion of the urea. W hen this strong 
offensive am m onia odor is present 
right after voiding it indicates that 
there is some infection of the urin­ 
ary tract, with perhaps an abnor­ 
mal retention in the bladder. 
Chemical Reaction. T he chem ical 
reaction of fresh normal urine de­ 
pends mostly on the concentration 
and the diet. Under ordinary con ­ 
ditions. it is 
slightly 
acid. 
T his 
acidity can 
be 
increased 
(som e­ 
tim es markedly) 
when 
too 
little 
water is taken and by a diet which 
has too m any acid-form ing foods 
T his will 
cause 
general 
acidosis 
and if persisted 
in, 
kidney

other inflam m ations 
With a diet that contains practi­ 
cally no an d -ash foods and liberal 
amounts of water, the urine may 
be norm ally slightly 
alkaline 
or 
neutral. 
Tests for Reaction 
The routine 
test for the reaction is

litmus. (These you can get at th' 
drug

or

houses.) The blue litmus turns red 
in an acid medium; the red turns 
blue in an alkaline medium. Small

the blue litm us turns 
red.

If it 
is alkaline, the red
